Our  young  footballers  crashed  into  the  victory  column 
in  the  final  game  of  the  season  to  conquer  the  Lawrence 
Central  Bears  26  to  0.  The  victory  came  after  six  straight 
defeats  were  handed  to  our  Hornets  in  their  second  year 
of  competition. 

Captain  Tony  George  led  his  team  to  a  thrilling  season 
climax,  rambling  over  for  two  touchdowns  and  kicking  two 
extra  points  to  help  bring  the  Brown  and  Gold  out  on  top. 
Hardly  was  the  first  period  half  over,  when  George  brought 
the  crowd  to  its  feet  as  he  gathered  up  a  Lawrence  pass 
and  scooted  forty  yards  for  a  touchdown.  Still  not  satis- 
fied, George  again  went  over  a  few  minutes  later  from  the 
eight,  on  a  fake  reverse.  Three  straight  first  downs  had 
put  the  ball  in  scoring  position.  Then,  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore the  half,  Weaver  lugged  the  ball  across  from  the 
eight.  At  the  half  Howe  led  20  to  0.  All  things  were  not 
good,  however.  Two  minutes  of  the  third  quarter  were 
history,  when  Bob  Stanfill,  spunky  little  guard,  suffered  a 
broken  leg,  and  had  to  be  carried  off  the  field.  In  the 
fourth  period,  Bob  Baker  took  a  long  jaunt  to  pay  dirt,  but 
was  called  back  for  a  backfield  in  motion  penalty.  The 
Hornets  still  didn't  let  up.

Next,  a  big,  fast,  ex- 
perienced Broad  Ripple  team,  composed  entirely  of  return- 
ing lettermen,  had  things  pretty  much  their  own  way,  win- 
ning 33  to  0.  A  late  drive  by  Howe  was  stopped  on  the 
Ripple  eight  yard  line  after  passes  were  completed  to  Har- 
ry Branson  and  Chuck  Miller.  A  close  game  with  Ben  Davis 
followed  with  the  verdict  against  Howe,  6  to  0.  The  Giants 
scored  in  the  third  quarter  on  a  fourth  down  after  the 
Hornet  line  had  held  for  three  downs.  On  October  20,  the 
Hornets  traveled  to  Southport  for  the  initial  night  game 
in  their  short  history,  and  although  we  suffered  another 
defeat,  surprised  the  heavily-favored  Southport  team  hold- 
ing them  to  an  18  to  0  score.

Our  varsity  quintet  really  proved  itseif  to  be  a  tourna- 
ment team  when  it  captured  a  four-team  Holiday  Invita- 
tional Tourney  staged  on  the  Howe  court,  and  rode  through 
to  the  finals  in  the  Sectional  meet  at  the  season's  end. 
The  boys  finished  the  regular  season  with  a  record  of 
eight  wins  and  ten  losses. 
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The  Hornets  were  in  good  form  in  the  Holiday  Tourney 
as  they  knocked  off  Franklin  in  the  afternoon  game  37  to 
2.4,  and  then  came  back  at  night  to  sock  Columbus  in  the 
titular  game  by  the  score  of  31  to  21  to  run  off  with  the 
championship  trophy.  Franklin  defeated  Martinsville  in 
the  other  afternoon  contest.  In  the  final  game  our  net- 
men  trailed  at  the  half  15  to  14,  but  put  on  the  steam  in 
the  third  and  final  quarters  to  put  the  game  on  ice. 

The  Brown  and  Gold  were  handicapped  by  player  losses 
during  the  season.  Arnold  Koehler,  husky  6  foot  4  inch 
center,  was  called  to  duty  in  the  Navy  early  in  January 
and  took  with  him  much-needed  height.  Then  two  weeks 
before  Sectional  time,  Bob  Bennett,  aggressive  forward, 
bid  farewell  to  his  teammates  and  left  for  the  Navy.  As  a 
result  there  were  frequent  changes  in  the  lineup,  and  our 
boys  weren't  able  to  get  settled. 

Ed  Locklear  finished  the  season  with  a  total  of  157 
points  to  lead  his  team's  scoring.  Following  Ed  were  Max 
Fullen  who  potted  137  markers,  and  Ed  Broden  who  cashed 
in  for  126  points.

For  the  third  consecutive  year  Howe's  Hornet  hoopers 
fought  their  way  to  the  final  game  of  the  Indianapolis 
Sectional  Basketball  Tourney.  A  hard-driving  Broad  Rip- 
ple five,  however,  wrested  the  title  from  Howe's  defending 
champs  in  the  finale,  41-23. 

It  was  Hornets  versus  Hornets  in  Howe's  first  Sectional 
game  and  the  Brown  and  Gold  led  at  all  posts  to  beat  the 
Beech  Grove  aggregation,  38-33.  The  Gilfoy  boys  followed 
this  up  with  a  rousing  53-30  thumping  of  Decatur  Central, 
the  soundest  drubbing  in  an  unusual  tourney  of  close 
games.  Everyone  took  a  share  in  the  victory  as  the  Hornets 
amassed  33  points  in  the  second  half. 

Revenge  was  sweet  as  the  Brown  and  Gold  stopped 
Warren  Central  in  the  semi-final  encounter,  40-34,  a  team 
which  beat  them  in  regular  season  play.  The  Hornets  met 
their  Waterloo  in  the  form  of  ten  sizzling  Rockets  from 
the  banks  of  White  River  as  Broad  Ripple  stopped  them 
cold  and  became  new  sectional  champs. 

Howe  retained  some  glory  as  Ed  Broden  won  runner-up 
honors  for  the  sectional  individual  scoring  mark  with  3S 
points,  and  Ed  Locklear  with  36  points  was  named  on  the 
all-sectional  team.

The  Hornet  thinly-clads,  carrying  but  three  seniors  on 
the  squad,  came  through  with  tour  victories  while  losing 
tour  in  dual  meets,  for  a  500  percentage  but  fell  to  fifth 
in  the  City  Meet  and  fourth  in  the  Sectional  Meet.  How- 
ever, nine  returning  lettermen  gav  a  bright  outlook  for 
the  1945  team. 

Our  spikesters  romped  over  their  first  three  opponents, 
Ben  Davis,  Broad  Ripple,  and  Southport,  all  by  good  mar- 
gins, but  then  fell  down  before  the  tough  Manual  and 
Shortndge  runners.  Deciding  they  had  had  enough  of  this 
sort,  the  boys  hit  the  victory  trail  again  as  they  showed 
their  heels  to  the  Bears  of  Lawrence  Central,  but  still 
hadn't  quite  enough  speed  for  the  state's  second  strongest 
team,  Washington  of  Indianapolis. 

The  City  Meet  rolled  around  and  went  into  the  records 
with  Howe  failing  to  get  a  blue  ribbon.  But  for  a  bit  of  bad 
luck,  Bill  Watson  would  have  taken  the  honor  in  the  200 
yard  low  hurdles.  Bill  was  leading  by  a  good  margin  but 
tripped  over  the  last  hurdle  leaving  Bob  Beam  of  Short- 
ridge  to  break  the  tape. 

In  the  Sectionals,  we  qualified  three  boys  for  the  State 
M.eet,  while  racking  up  fourth  honors  in  team  standings. 
I  he  trio  was  led  by  Watson,  who  won  the  200  yard  low 
hurdle  Sectional  title.  His  teammates  were  hurdler  Doug 
Smith,  and  half-miler  Max  Fullen.  It  was  Fullen's  second 
consecutive  year  of  qualification,  with  yet  another  season 
of  eligibility.  Bob  Schatz,  also  a  junior,  missed  by  one 
place  of  qualification,  as  he  put  the  shot  far  enough  for 
third  place.  The  winner  and  runner-up  in  individual  events 
go  to  the  State  Meet.  Howe  earned  three  points  in  the 
State,  the  most  so  far,  through  the  outstanding  work  of 
Bill  Watson,  Howe's  greatest  trackman,  who  sped  to  a 
third  in  the  200  yard  low  hurdles.  Other  outstanding  per- 
formers during  the  regular  season  were  Keith  Carmack, 
Roland  Swingley,  Jack  Nugent,  and  Dave  DeWitte.

Our  hill  and  dalers  really  put  on  the  steam  this  year. 
In  dual  meets  ,the  Hornets  went  to  the  post  seven  times, 
and  seven  times  they  romped  off  with  top  honors.  This 
under  their  belts,  the  Brown  and  Gold  stepped  to  runner- 
up  honors  behind  Tech,  in  the  City  Invitational  Meet, 
held  on  the  Howe  course.  The  team  was  followed  by  Short- 
ndge  and  Manual,  in  that  order.  Hornet  Dave  DeWitte 
broke  the  tape  in  front  of  the  field.  His  time  for  the  two 
mile  course  was  10:13:3,  just  eight  tenths  of  a  second  be- 
hind the  record  set  last  year  by  Paul  Stoyonovich  of  Man- 
ual. The  places  of  other  boys  running  for  Howe  were: 
Wilbur  Burdsall,  a  freshman,  12th;  George  Harris,  13th; 
Russel  Corey,  17th;  and  Jim  Cook,  18th. 

In  the  regular  season,  Lawrence  Central,  Broad  Ripple 
Shortridge,  Tech,  and  Washington  fell  prey  once,  and 
Manual  twice,  to  the  superiority  of  the  Howe  stnders.  Our 
only  defeat  came  at  the  hands  of  Anderson,  one  of  the 
outstanding  teams  in  the  state,  in  a  triangular  meet. 
Coach  Ray  Bowman's  charges  still  outstepped  Warren 
Central  in  the  battle  for  second  place.  In  the  City  Invita- 
tional Meet  held  on  the  Howe  course,  Tech  totaled  36 
points  and  Howe  61.*  Shortridge's  65  points  were  good 
enough  for  third  place,  and  they  were  followed  by  Manual 
who  needed  125  markers.

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The  best  golf  team  in  Howe  history  was  the  classifica- 
tion given  to  the  1944  links  squad  at  the  season's  end. 
Our  golfers  hit  their  peak  of  the  victorious  season  in  the 
City-County  Invitational  Tourney  at  the  Sarah  Shank 
course,  when  they  thumped  four  teams:  Tech,  Cathedral, 
Lawrence  Central,  and  Shortridge,  in  that  order.  The  Howe 
foursome  accomplished  this  feat  with  a  low  score  total  of. 
3  1 4  strokes,  the  lowest  team  total  in  Howe  history  and  one 
of  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Indiana  high  school  golf. 
This  number  was  good  enough  to  beat  second  place  Tech 
by  twenty-eight  strokes.  The  Hornets  were  led  by  unde- 
feated Arnold  Koehler,  the  outstanding  golfer  in  Indiana 
high  school  ranks,  who  fired  a  72.  The  other  members  of 
the  foursome  were  Bob  Rochford,  Bob  Stanfill,  and  Ed 
Broden. 

Previously  the  Brown  and  Gold  linksmen  had  turned 
back  Lawrence  Central,  Cathedral,  and  Shortridge  twice, 
Tech  and  Ben  Davis,  once,  and  had  captured  a  quadrang- 
ular meet  with  Kokomo,  Anderson  and  Tech.  Coach  Fred 
C  Lemley's  strokers  met  defeat  for  the  first  time  in  the 
final  meet  of  the  season.
